March i:l. — .A eomhination of one 
of the most brilliant cards of the meeting and per- 
fect weathi r brought out one of the largest Sunday 
crowds of the season yesterda.v. The especial attrac 
tion of the day was the I'riniavera Handica|i at 
three ipiartcis of a mile. The field, in which Jim 
Dasey, the California crack three-year-old was an 
added starter, was one whosi' quality wonhl attract 
titleiilion from race-giM'is anywhere. Tin- adjnstmeiil 
of weights by the handieaiiper made the race appear 
an open one. but the public seemed to haik upon it 
as a foregone iiinelusioti that (i. M. Ddoni’s fleet 
filly. Follie Levy, would win. and aeeordingly backed 
lier into strong favoriism al post tiiin-. 'I'rance and 
Konnd tlie AA'orld were other starters tliat did not 
lack for snpiairl in tin- ring. The race proved a 

great disa|q«iinlmenf. as the favorite, after breaking 
well, proiqied and wheeled, refusing lo run then--* 
after. In other respects the race was not truly 
run. Konnd the AA'orld nieeling witli frequent inler- 
ference, first from .lini Dasey and later from Trance, 
.loekey T. Kice claimed fold in both eases, but his 
claim was disallowi'd by tiie stewards. 

The seeondar.v feature of the program bnaighi 
about the rednelion of another track rei-ord wlieii 
Napa Nick ran five and uiie-half furlongs in 1 :oAL 
wliii-h bettered the former time for the distance b.v 
on<--fifth of a second.

His California 
sirin-g. in charge of Dave Henr.v. will shortly be 
shi|iped lo Chnrehill Downs and some of tliese lie 
will dispose of during Hie Louisville meeting. 

Starter Alars Cassid.v will have a busy spring and 
slimmer. To meet his ■lamestown. \'a.. engagement 
he will leave Juarez. Alex., a few days before Ihe 
meeting ends, but he has arranged with one of his 
assistants. Harry Alorrissey, to otfieiate at the bar- 
rier here during tile last few days, while he takes his 
other assistant. James Dsborne. to A’irginia with him. 
.After the close of Ihe Juarez nno-ting. Air. Alorris 
sey will re-join Air. Cassidy at the A'irginia track.
